METER HOUSE 
ON CAMPUS IS 
BLOWN APART 


An explosion in a gas meter 
house on Gettysburg College cam­ 
pus at ll: IS o’clock this morning 
rocked 
nearby dormitories and 
homes and left the college build­ 
ings temporarily 
without heat 
There was no accompanying fire 
and no dam age to other build­ 
ings. 
The meter house, a small con­ 
crete block and brick building 
housing meters and valves for a 
high 
pressure line which sup­ 
plied heating fuel to a number 
of college buildings, was twisted 
and badly damaged by the blast 
Early appraisal of the damage 
indicated that a two-foot section of 
a four-inch line on which a valve 
was located, had blown through 
the side of the building facing 
Stine Hall, which houses 130 men 
students. The dormitory was prac 
tically empty at the time of the 
explosion and authorites delayed 
re-entry into the building until 
the fumes had cleared the area. 
Stine Hall is immediately to the 
east of the Plank Memorial gym. 
The explosion was accompanied 
by a jet-like scream as high pres­ 
sure gas escaped 
through the 
broken line. Gas company work­ 
men and local firemen arrived at 
the scene within minutes of the 
explosion. 
The hurtling 
section of pipe 
struck the side of Stine Hall IS 
feet away and flattened a piece 
of rains pouting. There was no 
other damage to the dormitory. 
There was no estimate of the ex­ 
tent of the damage. 
The m eter house was split open 
about six inches at the roof cone 
where the building separated and 
a three-foot hole was knocked in 
the wall facing the quadrangle. 
Julian Estep, manager of the 
Gettysburg branch of Columbia 
Gas, dispatched a score of work 
men to the scene to close the 
main inlet valve. He was unable 
immediately to give an explana 
tion for the blast. He said that 
service may be restored within a 
few hours. 
College closed at noon today 
for the Christmas vacation. 
Office employes were dismissed 
at noon for the remainder of the 
day because of lack of heat.

LOCAL LIBRARY 
WILL RECEIVE 
$10,163 FUND 


The Adams County Public Li­ 
brary is one of 267 qualifying pub­ 
lic libraries in the state to receive 
funds totaling $1,116,000 in state 
aid 
in the current distribution 
program and will receive a total 
of $16,163. 
Libraries serving 7.345.944 Penn­ 
sylvanians are sharing the state 
aid payment. The 267 qualifying 
libraries are 20 more than partici­ 
pated in the initial state aid pay 
ment m ade in 1962 and represent 
62 per cent of all public libraries 
in the state. 
P er capita allocation amounts to 
IO cents, an increase over the 3.9 
cents per capita paid last year. 
Paym ents are made under pro­ 
visions of The Libraryy Code, en 
acted in 1961, which permits allo­ 
cations of up to 25 cents per 
capita to libraries which qualify. 
SHARE OTHER AID 
To share the state aid payment, 
local public libraries must have 
expended local funds at a speci­ 
fied minimum level during the 
fiscal year ending on or before 
June 30, 1963. 
A majority of the qualifying Ii 
bran es also shared equalization 
aid—extra aid paid to commun- 
{ties leas able to afford minimum 
standard library service from lo­ 
cal funds. This aid assures that 
all citizens of the state will be able 
to receive the same basic m easure 
of service regardless of the local 
economy level. 
Early next year, payments total­ 
ing $700,746 will be made to 29 
district center libraries which pro­ 
vide local libraries and readers 
in their respective areas with in­ 
formational and other services. 
Total subsidies for public library 
service in 1963-64 will total $2,080, 
150 when all payments are made. 
Forthcoming 
payments 
include 
$163,774 to libraries which serve 
as county units and $33,000 each 
to regional library centers at Uni­ 
versity Park, Pittsburgh and Phil­ 
adelphia. 


NEW TRIAL FOR 
BENNINGFIELD 
S REFUSED 


The county court this morning 
handed down an opinion dism iss­ 
ing the appeal of Frank M. Ben- 
ningfield, Baltimore, for a new 
trial. 
Benningfield earlier this year 
was convicted by a county jury 
conspiracy to cheat and de­ 
fraud. 
forgery of divers 
bank 
checks, falsifying and destroying 
corporate records, embezzlement 
of corporation funds and fraudu­ 
lent conversion. 
Benningfield at the trial 
ad­ 
mitted cashing 19 checks or money 
orders, 
totaling 
approximately 
1120,000 sent him by William Neal 
Shanks, formerly of Littlestown 
R. D., from the Penn-Moc Shoe 
Co., Fairfield, while Shanks was 
bookkeeper for that concern. 
JURY DECISION 
Benningfield said he had known 
Shanks about six years, that some 
of the checks were on payment of 
gambling debts to Benningfield 
and others to help Shanks buy a 
one-third interest in a Baltimore 
night club. Benning field said he 
knew the checks were drawn on 
the Penn-Moc Shoe Co. and re­ 
portedly signed by the treasurer 
of that concern, but that he knew 
Shanks was an employe there and 
thought Shanks had power of at­ 
torney to sign the treasurer’s 
names to the checks. He claimed 
he knew nothing of Shanks’ em­ 
bezzling activities. The jury de­ 
cided he did in finding him guilty 
of conspiracy, and found him also 
guilty of all the things involved 
in the conspiracy. 
In dismissing Benningfield** ap­ 
peal, 
the court held that 
the 
question of whether Benningfield 
was guilty of conspiracy was a 
m atter to be decided by the jury 
and under the testimony the jury 
could rightfully find him guilty. 
It had also been alledged that 
counsel for the defendant did 
not 
have time to prepare his 
case." The court noted that Balti­ 
more counsel for the defendant 
received copies of the indictment 
in April. 1963. The trial began 
August 26. In addition the local 
attorney who represented Benning­ 
field had presented a petition for 
Benningfield on October 23, 1962, 
arranging for Benningfield to be 
released on bail on the charge. 
TO BE SENTENCED 
The court added that the Balti­ 
more attorney, Nelson R. Handel, 
had asked a continuance because 
Mr. Handel planned to take his 
vacation at that time. "Personal 
vacations” on the part of counsel 
are not an excuse for postponing 
trial, the court held, adding 
that Benningfield had in fact been 
ably" represented by a local

ORURO, Bolivia TAP)—Four 
Americana held hostage for IO 
days 
by 
Communist-led

miners hoped to return today 
to La Paz, Bolivia's capital, 
following their release Monday 
night. 
The Americans and 15 other 
hostages 
got 
their 
freedom 
after a noisy, tense meeting 
of 4.000 miners approved an 
agreement between the govern­ 
ment and dissident Vice Presi­ 
dent Juan Lechin, boss of the 
mine workers’ federation. 
The Americans, three mem­ 
bers of the U.S. Embassy staff 
in La Paz and a Peace Corps 
volunteer, were found in good 
health but in a highly nervous 
state by mine company doctors. 
The other hostages — a West 
German, a Dutchman and 13

families and jobs in Catavi, 
where they had been held.

Mrs. Griffie, bride of a former 
county soldier, Bryan R. Griffie. 
is a German citizen. The action 
of the court Monday afternoon 
precludes any action to deport her 
and permits her eventually be­ 
coming a citizen of the United 
States. 
The thefts took place when the 
husband was without work, the 
family almost without food and 
a child hospitalized with pneu­ 
monia, 
According to the testi­ 
mony before the court Monday 
afternoon, mast of the proceeds 
from the sale of wheat and oats 
went to pay doctor and hospital 
bills of the ill child. 
HAD PLEADED GUILTY 
Mrs. Griffie had entered a plea 
of guilty when the larceny charge 
was brought against her and her 
husband. The court in October 
sentenced the 26-year-old husband 
to 30 days in jail on the charge, 
but asked the 20-year-old wife to 
withdraw her plea and plead in­ 
nocent to the charge because the 
testimony showed only that she 
was in the car when her husband 
left it to obtain the grain. Since 
Mrs. Griffie had taken no active 
part in the crime, but merely 
accompanied 
her husband, 
the 
court Monday acted under the 
rule that a wife is under control 
and domination of her husband 
and therefore not a free agent, 
in finding her innocent of the bur­ 
glary and larceny charge. The 
only testimony was that given by 
State Policeman Charles A. Todd 
who said the only evidence was 
that Mrs. Griffie was in the car 
with her children when her hus­ 
band drove to two farms. He 
parked the car. and the wife and 
children remained in the vehicle 
while the husband went to the 
barns and took the grain.

The President thus brought 
the reassurances expected of 
him , but no new m ajor policy 
pronouncem ents or proposals. 
He did suggest in generalities 
that a modem new d eal could 


build a better world, th at it is 
time for a peaceful revolution 
on a universal scale to improve 
hum an w elfare and dignity. 
But, said Johnson in a pre 
pared text: 
“The greatest of hum an prob 
lems—and the greatest of our 
common tasks—is to keep the 
peace and save the future.

BUDGET UPPED 
$1,165 BY BD. 


Gettysburg’* Recreation Board 
Monday evening prepared a $19,166 
budget for presentation to bor­ 
ough council for final approval. 
The total is $1,165 higher than 
the $18,000 budget approved by 
council for recreation this year. 
Under the system set up by 
council when it took over control 
of recreation several years ago, 
the Recreation Board prepares an 
annual suggested budget which 
then goes to the finance commit­ 
tee of borough council for study. 
If the committee and council are 
satisfied, the budget becomes the 
“recreation’’ 
item 
in 
the 
bor­ 
ough's budget. 
Last year the Recreation Board 
had submitted a $20,000 budget, in 
eluding $2,000 toward construction 
of a new maintenance building 
at Recreation Park. Council cut 
the $2,000 item and promised to 
take up the m atter this year. At 
the same time the Recreation 
Board was told not to make the 
building a part of this year’s budg­ 
et. However council has prom­ 
ised the board to construct the 
building next year and may either 
add that amount to the "opera 
tion" budget 
presented by the 
Recreation Board, or may put the 
sum under some other heading in 
the overall town budget. 
$500 FOR COMMITTER 
Included in the $19,165 proposal 
Is $500 asked by the advisory 
committee studying the possibility 
of constructing a swimming pool 
in Recreation Park. The $500 will 
pay for plans and specifications 
including grades, m aterials list, 
etc., needed to secure bids for the 
proposed swimming pool. The ad­ 
visory committee in its report to 
council held that only by having 
the plans and getting bids can it 
determine the exact cost of a pool 
and thus present a final report to 
the Recreation Board on whether 
an attem pt should be made to 
raise funds and operate a swim­ 
ming pool bere.

in serious trouble. 
Amsler’s police record was a 
short one. too. He had three ar­ 
rests in California, the latest for 
trespassing and an earlier one 
for violation of the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Act. 
Irwin had a record extending 
over 16 years in Maine, Massa­ 
chusetts. New Jersey and Cali­ 
fornia. The charges included 
disorderly conduct, assault and 
battery, 
desertion, 
nonsupport 
and drunkenness. 
EX-WIFE INTERVIEW ED 
Keenan’s 20-year-old ex-wife, 
Donna, who obtained an inter­ 
locutory divorce decree Nov. 
12. told a reporter: 
“I think this Irwin is the 
brains behind the whole thing. 
He got two boys who were down 
end out and took advantage of 
them.” 
Mrs. Keenan said she hoped 
to see her former husband “as 
soon as they’ll let me.” She 
wrote him a note, saying; 
“ Barry. I’m praying for you. 
I will see you as soon as pos­ 
sible. As always, Donna.” 
Oddly, a classmate of Keenan 
and Amsler at University High 
in West Los Angeles was Nancy 
Sinatra, sister of the kidnapped 
boy. But there are conflicting 
reports on whether she was 
well acquainted with either of 
the accused men. 
FATHER RESUM ES PLANS 
Sinatra Sr., meanwhile, was 
gradually getting back into the 
show business routine. 
He showed up unexpectedly 
Saturday night in Las Vegas. 
Nev., for the lith anniversary 
party of the Sands Hotel. 
Joining other entertainers on 
stage, he made no public men­ 
tion of the kidnapping and ran­ 
som of his son. But later, in the 
lounge, he had high praise for 
the FBI. 
“I am happy,” he said, “that 
the FBI did such a magnificent 
job in capturing the three men, 
because I know it will act as a 
deterrent to other punks who 
want to try 
something like 
this.” 
He described the week as one 
“I never want to live through 
again,” but also said he was 
happy at the outcome.

To 
this can be added about 25.000 
farm houses and 35,000 public 
housing units.

CONSTRUCTION 
BOOM TO ROLL 
THROUGH 1964

NEW YORK (AP)—Demands 
of a growing population and a 
prospering economy are counted 
upon to keep the seemingly end­ 
less construction boom going 
strong in 1964. 
An 
increasing 
number 
of 
doubters have been wondering 
out loud lately if a housing and 
office surplus wasn’t in the 
making. 
Vacancies 
in 
new 
apartment and office buildings 
have been increasing in several 
cities as available floor space 
zoomed. 
But those in the construction 
business are confident the na­ 
tion’s needs as a whole are still 
not met in these, and especially 
in some other, lines. 
MORE PROJECTS 
And the Commerce Depart­ 
ment also forecasts that the in­ 
dustry will have a banner year 
in 1964, helped along by a big 
gain in public projects. 
Contractors insist that a grow­ 
ing population and the spread 
from cities to suburbs have 
built up a backlog of demand in 
many areas for houses, streets, 
schools, hospitals, churches, wa­ 
ter and sewer systems, and 
shopping centers. Some of this 
will be satisfied by private in­ 
vestment, much of it by spend­ 
ing of local, state and federal 
governments. 
GAIN OVER 1963 
The Commerce Department 
puts 1962 spending for construc­ 
tion at $58.8 billion. It rose by 
6.6 per cent this year to $62.6 
billion. The department esti­ 
mates 1964 will see a 5 per cent 
rise to $65.6 billion.

Here, in the second of five 
special articles, is the story 
of the tax collector for the 
Romans who became an 
apostle of Christ.

His time shortened. Pursuers 
and 
informers 
closed 
about 
him. He could abide no longer 
in these parts. Yet he could not 
leave these Achim. these breth­ 
ren of the tempest, without 
some instruction to steady them. 
Matthew tamped more soot in 
the saucer, dripping water over 
it, and took up his reed pen 
again. “Now the birth of Jesus 
Christ took place in this way.” 
The lantern light flickered on 
the papyrus sheet and insects 
whirled about his ears, 
F L E E J E R U S A L E M 
Other leading apostles already 
had fled Jerusalem under the 
terror of Herod Agrippa, the 
puppet king for the Roman Em­ 
peror Caligula. James had been 
beheaded. Peter had been cast 
In a dungeon, but had escaped 
and departed the city. 
The fury had struck 12 years 
after the risen Jesus passed 
from sight. All that time had 
threaten!ngs, yet, for two win 
ters more. Matthew had tarried 


on, giving his witness in secret. 
A studious man of letters, 
once a tax-gatherer for Caesar 
and acquainted with palace sub­ 
ordinates, he knew that the rav­ 
agers now sought him, and that 
in reason he must fly the net. 
T RA C ES W ORDS 
Yet he could not abandon 
those who would learn of Jesus 
without right knowledge of Him. 
The apostle traced the words, 
“When his mother Mary had 
been betrothed to Joseph, be­ 
fore they came together she was 
found to be with child of the 
Holy Spirit.” 
It was a disturbing affair, 
even then. “Her husband, Jo­ 
seph, being a just man and un­ 
willing to put her to shame, re- 
resolved to divorce her quietly.” 
In those days, Matthew had 
been overseer of toll collections 
on the Damascus Road in Gal­ 
ilee, not far from Nazareth. 
How bewilderingly things had 
changed since then — for him 
and many more, beginning with 
the old wood worker, Joseph. 
. . behold, an angel of the 
Lord appeared to him in 
dream, saying, ‘Joseph, son of 
David, do not fear to take Mary 
your wife, for that which is con 
celved in her is of the Holy 
Spirit. 
C R IE S OF S E N T R IE S 
Matthew 
paused, 
listening 
Cries of the sentries in the wall 
towers sounded the last watch 
of night. He blew on his hands 
to warm them. 
From the start, slings and 
storm 
had 
surrounded 
those 
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who called upon 
the name. 
Stephen had been stoned to 
death. Others were imprisoned. 
The sanhedrin had forbidden 
them to speak, on pain of death. 
Yet a constant embrace held 
them fast. 
Matthew 
took up his pen 
again, recording how it all start­ 
ed, beginning with that whis­ 
pered word from on high to Jo­ 
seph about his bride. “ . . . .'She 
will bear a son, and you shall 
call his name Jesus, for He will 
save His people from their sins.’ ” 
E X T E N S IV E N O TES 
With his penchant for record­ 
keeping, acquired in his days 
in Galilee, Matthew had gath­ 
ered extensive notes during his 
days with Jesus about His life, 
birth and genealogy. He would 
tuck the notes in a metal tube 
hung on his neck, depositing 
them at a friend’s house for 
safekeeping. 
Now, in the post-resurrection 
period with all Judea teeming 
with unrest, he sought to put 
his notes into written order. 
The gospel according to Mat 
thew, at it finally emerged, has 
been called the most important, 
influential book in the world, 
the most nearly complete ac 
count of Jesus, and the most 
popular book in the Bible. 
It is one of the four basic sto­ 
ries of Christmas. 
A R A M A IC V E R S IO N LOST 
Ancient church writings say 
it was compiled before he left 
Palestine 15 years after the res­ 
urrection — about 44 A.D. Pa- 
pias, bishop of Hierapolis in 124 
A.D., says: “ Matthew composed 
the logia in the Hebrew (Ara 
maic) tongue, and everyone in 


about Matthew, bringing bar­ 
ley bread, cheese and skins of 
watered wine 
In their stress and longing, 
deep affection bound them to­ 
gether. “My brother in the Lord.’’ 
they would greet each other, 
with kisses of peace. “My sis­ 
ter.” “What news has thou?” 
God cheer your heart.” 
ATE A N D SANG 
After blessings over the bread 
and drink in the Name, they 
ate, and sang a quiet hymn. 
“Awake and sing, ye that dwell 
in the dust . . . the Lord had 
come.” They squatted about. 
Say on. we pray thee, Mat­ 
thew . . . tell us of him.” 
At

crucial 
juncture, 
however, a warning reached the 
apostle — “they set forward 
their calamity — depart, in 
haste!”

In Antioch, perhaps, the queen 
city of the east, with its temples 
to Apollo and Artemis, he may 
have set down further informa­ 
tion about Jesus’ coming. 
BORN IN B E T H L E H E M 
He tells nothing of the angel’s 
announcement to Mary, nor of 
the reason why the birthplace 
was in Bethlehem instead of 
Nazareth, no? 
the shepherds, 
nor stable But he had informa­ 
tion about governmental affairs. 
in his days as tax agent, when 
another Herod ruled, and he 
writes: 
“Now when Jesus was born 
in Bethlehem of Judea in the 
days of Herod the King, behold

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RUSSIANS CUT

budget and an increase of 53 
per cent in investments for 
consumer goods industries over 
the next two years were an­ 
nounced Monday. 
The new budget submitted to 
the Supreme Soviet — Parlia­ 
ment —- reflected P r e m i e r 
Khrushchev’s proclaimed goal 
of giving the Russian people 
more bread and fewer guns.

Kennedy proposed the alii

uary 1961 
He outlined a 10- 
point program for it March 13 
of that year. 
He even liked the sound of 
the program and repeated it in 
Spanish many times: "La Ali- 
anza para el Progreso.” He de­ 
scribed it as "Progress, yes! 
Tyranny, no!” 
It was to be a $20 billion pro­ 
gram, with the major share 
coming from the United States 
So far the United States has 
committed loans and grants to­ 
taling $2 3 billion 
The Latin American govern­ 
ments for their part were to 
put in reforms ‘o give the masses 
of their people a better life 
and more of a share in it: Tax 
reforms, land reforms, educa 
tion, industrialisation.

takes on all sides. 
Officials in Washington and 
Latin America were quick to 
agree the alliance had not ac­ 
complished in its two years all 
it should have. Among the fac 
tors causing delay: Political in 
stability 
in 
some 
countries, 


some irresponsible if not cor­ 
rupt 
governments, 
economic 
troubles in most of them, plus 
opposition to reform by the rich. 
And Dec. I, 1963, an Associat­ 
ed Press reporter wrote after a 
tour of Latin America:: 
".So far the 
alliance 
has 
meant little to the people of 
South America." One high offi­ 
cial said it had failed to cap­ 
ture the imagination of the peo­ 
ple. Another said it was bogged 
down in red tape. 
Among the criticisms of Lat­ 
in American leaders:: 
The United States is more con­ 
cerned with building immediate 
defenses 
against 
communism 
than with eradicating the basic 
considitons of misery and want 
that encourage communism. 
Another was that this country 
is using the alliance as a means 
of enforcing a kind of colonial 
ism in protecting U.S. business 
interests. And there were com 
plaints this country lays down 
too many conditions for the aid 
it gives. 
With all this piling up. John 
son decided to act. Saturday he 
picked Thomas C. Mann, am 
bassador to Mexico and a per 
sonal friend from Texas, as as 
sistant secretary of state for in 
tcr-American affairs. 
Mann 
replaced 
Edwin 
M 
Martin. who is to be given an 
ambassadorship. Under Kenne 
dy. Martin and Moscoso were 
equals in handling Latin Ameri 
can policy. It is believed Mann 
will be the boss of the works 
over Moscoso. 


BABY ‘CHIMP’ 
REQUIRES CARE 
OF HUMAN CHILD 


TULSA, Okla. (AP)—Having a 
year-old chimpanzee around the 
house is just like having another 
baby. 
That’s the report of Mrs. Zelta 
Davis, wife of Tulsa zoo direc­ 
tor Hugh Davis, who has been 
taking care of baby Oose since 
he arrived here. 
It’s "just like having another 
human 
baby.” she says—right 
down to diet and diapers. 
Oose—"We named him Oose be­ 
cause that is the only sound he 
can make.” Mrs. Davis says— 
arrived in Tulsa after a quaran­ 
tine in Florida, where he landed 
from his native Africa. 


BUTTERMILK SOAP 
Oose weighed only six pounds 
and was sick when he got here. 
He was on a special diet at first, 
but now eats baby food, cereals 


and ice cream. 
"Oose eats about the same 
amount as any 12-pound child.” 
Mrs Davis says. "But now he is 
so finicky about what he eats 
that we can’t give him regular 
baby food. His favorite food is 
French-style green beans.” 
Like a human baby, Oose gets 
an early feeding, then plays with 
his toys. He gets a daily bath— 
with buttermilk soap—before his 
afternoon nap. He goes to bed 
about 8:30 p.m. 
OLD TOYS BEST 
"He 
sleeps 
very 
soundly 
through the night, doesn’t whim­ 
per any more,” says Mrs. Davis. 
Like any baby, Oose has a 
favorite nipple and his own toys. 
And, like many a human baby, 
"His favorite play things are old 
things I have around the house, 
like empty baking powder cans 
or empty bleach bottles.” Mrs. 
Davis says. 
Because Oose was sick when 
he first arrived he couldn’t climb 
and had to be taught. "Imagine 
teaching a chimp how to climb,” 
Mrs. Davis laughs. "We con­ 
verted an old floor lamp to a 
climbing pole by wiring it to the 


ceiling.” 
Oose isn’t on public display 
yet and won’t be until the city 
finds a female companion for 
him. His one experience with the 
public so far was a traumatic 
experience — for him and Mrs. 
Davis. 
"I took him to the last day of 
Bible School.” she explains. "He 
got along real well with the 
children up to age four. They ac­ 
cepted him as one of them. 
CHIMPANZEE SITTER 
"But the older ones almost 
tore him apart. Each wanted to 
hold him and pet him. He got so 
excited 
he 
wouldn’t 
eat 
his 
lunch.” 
Mrs. Davis’ biggest problem 
with Oose now is that "I can’t 
leave him alone.” He toddles 
along every time she leaves the 
room. 
"When I go some place where 
he wouldn’t 
bt acceptable, 
have to have a baby sitter.” Mrs. 
Davis says. "We try to take him 
everywhere, so we eat at drive-in 
restaurants where he can stay in 
the car.”

SET NEW STYLE

NANTUCKET (AP) — The 
status 
symbol 
on 
this 
noted 
whaling island is a lady’s hand­ 
bag. 
The lightship basket bag is 
known as Nantucket mink by 
husbands. Made (rf cane with 
a hand-carved ivory motif, it 
must be ordered a year ahead 
and costs more than $100. 
Jose 
Reyes 
is 
a 
Filipino 
who has taught English and 
earned 
a master's degree at 
Harvard. He put a lid on the 
famous lightship basket made 
since whaling Hays, turning it 
into a pocketbook. 
Reyes sits in a bamboo-walled 
shop adjacent to his home, sur­ 
rounded by baskets, bags, split- 
cane 
and 
tools, 
and 
ladies 
pleading for earlier deliveries. 
"Sometimes a man orders one 
because his wife refuses to go 
to the yacht club or somewhere 
without a basket." Reyes says. 


He is always sympathetic but 
nothing can 
be d<me unless 
someone neglects to pick up an 
order. That seldom Happens. 
MADE 4,800 BAGS 
He has made 4*800 of the 
baskets in 15 years Some wom­ 
en collect them. The current 
rage is for a smaller cocktail 
or tea-size oval handbag. 
Years 
ago 
his 
two 
boys 
helped, but now one Is studying 
law and the other is in the 
Navy. 
Reyes’ wife marks the basket 
bottoms and polishes them. Lo­ 
cal artisan Nancy Chase makes 
the delicate carving — sea 
gulls, birds, sea horses, whales 
— for the basket top*. 
She has carved polo bears for 
Alaskan customers, aud is cur­ 
rently at work on a giraffe for 
an African visitor. 
The idea for the basket bag 
occurred to Reyes 
when he 
visited 
his 
mother-in-law 
in 
1947. He loved the island and 
wanted to settle. Yet. despite 
his impressive college degrees 
and 
military backgrcaind, he 
was unable to find a teaching 
job. 
Having learned weavfeig as a 


boy from his Methodist minis- 
ter father, he made some bas­ 
ket bags on old molds: oval, 
round, and in different sizes. 
When his family began to have 
a difficult time making ends 
meet, he put some of his bas­ 
kets on a table in front of his 
home. 
The 
crowds 
gathered 
with money in hand. 
Lightship baskets were orig­ 
inally made by the coopers who 
made whale barrels. Later men 
who 
operated 
the 
lightships 
made them to help while away 
the lonely hours at sea. Fifty 
years ago the Navy halted this 
practice, 
h o w e v e r , 
because 
the materials were a fire haz­ 
ard. 
Thus the art of weaving has 
died out. except for this Fil­ 
ipino weaver who has adopted 
Nantucket 
Orders for his baskets come 
from every part in the world. A 
customer will often write to tell 
how 
in 
some 
remote 
place 
some one has spied her basket 
and has shrieked knowledge­ 
ably, "Nantucket.”

So far this year, more than IOO 
persons have been cited for car 
rying off chips and logs from the 
Petrified Forest in northeastern 
Arizona. Although a national mon­ 
ument since 1900. the forest ac 
quired park status only a year 
ago. 


Visitors entering the park from 
busy U S. 6 make their first stop 
at the new $1.5 million park head 
quarters complex, which includes 
a privately operated gift shop 
Only polished wood is sold here. 
with small pieces costing 50 cents 
to ll. 
A set of bookends will 
run $30. 


Once inside the park the tourist 
finds himself surrounded by the 
largest concentration of petrified 
logs 
in 
tho 
world. 
The 
logs, 
ranging up to IOO feet, won’t fit 
in pockets or car trunks. 


CHIPS AND CHUNKS 
However, 
millions 
of 
rough 
chips and small chunks lying on 
all sides beckon dishonest spir­ 
its. 
Occasionally 
there 
is 
an 
at 
tempt at wholesale theft in order 
to make a profit out of the 189- 
million-year-old wood, valued up 
to $40 a pound. 
‘i t isn’t the big commercial 
thieves that hurt so much,” ex­ 
plains Chief Ranger R. H. Vlk 
lund. "it’s the little chips that 
are hauled off day by day. We 
can’t grow any more to replace 
i t " 
In the first seven months of 
1963, citations went to 95 per 
sons who paid $1,770 in fines of 
$15 to $25 each. Some 1.432 pounds 
of petrified wood was collected 
in searches of 335 cars. 


SEARCH CARS 


Searches of cars have turned 
up 
wood 
concealed 
in 
pillow 
cases, under car hoods, in tissue 
boxes and in hub cabs. One little 
boy reminded a ranger he hadn’ 
looked 
inside a bean pol. The 
ranger lifted the lid and found 
the contraband. 
Another man professed aston 
ishment when a 45-pound log was 
found in his car trunk. The vio­ 
lator said his four-year-old son 
must have put it there. 
Many tourists who pick up the 
minds when they see the check 
out gate loom ahead. 
Park 
employes 
maintain 
quarter-mile clear strip along the 
road leading to the exit. Some

Conscience is a main force in 
preserving the park. Rangers are 
reminded of this daily as pack 
ages arrive from around the na 
tion.

says most have no return address 
but simply contain petrified wood 
weighing from a few ounces to 
335 pounds. 
Since they usually 
come first class mail,

With that, and no more elab­ 
oration, he left by car for his 
home near Northwestern Uni­ 
versity, where he has served as 
coach for eight years. 
All this amounted to a walk­ 
out on final negotiations with 
Father Joyce, who remained 
firmly noncommittal on their 
meeting.
